HOW DO WE HEAR

roximate bag of all hunters it is to 
e assumed that 12,000 who did not 
make returns secured the same 
average bags.

Remains Of 
Ancient Villages 


Kitchens Of Prehistoric Villagers 
Unearthed In Vicinity Of 
Prince Rupert 

The Dominion Archaeologist of the 
National Museum, Ottawa, has just 
completed the examination of an an- 
clent village site at Emmerson Point, 
Digby Island, about three miles from 
Prince Rupert, which was reported to 
‘hina by Mr. 1. W. Pillsbury, of the 
Prince Rupert Fisheries Station of 
the Canadian Biological Board, The 
site is about one mile from the Can- 
adian National Railway across the 
channel, It covers the entire point 
fronting on both beaches and is about 
#45 feet long by 155 feet wide. It con- 
sists of ddeep deposits of the shells of 
edibles shellfish and refuse front the 


Kitchens of the prelistorte villagers, | 


This refuse Hes In two terraces and 
seems to indicate that there were two 
rows of houses facing the north beach, 
each house being about 45 feet square. 
{Three more rows seem to have faced 
the east beach—two being on one ter 
race and one on a lower level, Creeks 
bound the village site on both the 
west and south, They evidently, fur- 


nished fresh water—while the beach- | 


es afforded shell-fish. ‘There appears 
to be the remains of « fort wall pro 
tecting the village on the point from 
approach by land. Several speciments 
of ancient handiwork were collected 
on this site, One is a hammer or pes. 
tle—a mere pebble battered on both 
ends untfl it assumed two flat striking 
or grinding faces. Another secured 
for the National Museum, is of par- 
ticular interest. It is a fragment -the 
bit or cuiting end of an ancient groov- 


;ed adze head such ag must have been | 


}used for hollowing out canoes from 
cedar trees, smoothing boards split 
from the large cedars for building 
houses and for similar purpases, It has 
been sent to Ottawa for examination 
by expert minecralogists ag it may be 
jade, It certainly Is of a beautiful 
jade ¢ 1 colour and is 30 hard that 
it cannot be seratehed with a knife. 
No such stone is known in the vicin- 
ity. ‘There are a number of these in- 
; teresting anefent places within five 
miles of Prince Rupert according to 
the archaeologist of the National Mu 
seum who says they may all be 
reached by motor boat from the 
wharf. There are deep kitchen mid 
dens marking «ancient and prehis- 
toric villages. One at Casey Point, op- 
posite Emmerson Point, is cut by the
